and Europe, and for thé eventual use of the 
civilized world, is one of more than ordinary 
interest. The matter was first brought before 
the public in practical form by the New York 
Chamber of Commerce, and subsequently by 
the National Board of Trade, at its meeting last 
October. At the latter meeting, resolutions 
were submitted by Hon. 8. B. Ruggles, delegate 
of the United States to the International Mone- 
tary Conference at Paris, in 1967, and anani- 
mously adopted, petitioning Congress to amend 
that portion of the bill for the general revision 
af the coinage of the United States, which pro- 
poses to reduce the existing weight of the silver 
dollar (412}¢ grains) to 3884 grains, by 
adding one grain and eight-tenths of a 
grain to the proposed weight, 


‘which would unify the silver dollar with the 


five-franc silver coin of France, of Belgium, and 
of Switzerland; the five-lire coin of Italy; the 
five-peseta coin of Spain; the five-drachma coin 
of Greece; and also make it just double the 
weight of the new Austrian silver florin. In 
December last, the Finance Committee of the 
Senate, by its Chairman, Mr. John Sherman, re- 
ported amendments virtually adopting the prop- 
osition of the National Board of Trade, by mak- 
ing the weight of the half-dollar 124 met- 
rical grammes, which is half the weight of the 
European five-frane coin. 

No action was taken by the National Board 
towards unifying the United States gold coin to 
any standard, owing to the statement of Mr. 


Ruggles that it was utterly impossible, 


several of the Continental nations hav- 
ing recently made the gold coinages 


still more confused than they bave 
ever been before. In 1869, the German States 


agreed to make the five-franc goldcoin the mone- 


tary gold unit, but the Franco-German war pre- 


vented it. The immense amount of French gold 
coin transferred to Germany led to the estab- 
lishment of a new German unit of twenty 
marks, or 476.4 American cents, and the French 
coin was recoined to suit this standard. At the 
recent Monetary Convention of the Scandins- 
vians, they adopted as their principal gold coin a 
crown, equivalent to only 270 American cents, 


and then assimilated 1t to the coinage of Ger- 
many by making eight of these crowns equive- 


lent to nine marks, At present, the value of 
the half-eagle of the United States is 500 cents; 
of the British sovereign, 486 cents; of the 
twenty-five france of France, 482 cents. 

In the midst of zuch s confusion as this, con- 
stantly increasing, all hope of unifying the gold 
coinage to a common standard was abandoned, 
anil it was resolved, therefore, by the Board to 
confine its efforts to the unification of silver 
only. There is every reason why Congress 
should take immediate action upon this meas- 


ure. In a business point of view, it will greatly 


facilitate commercial intercourse throughout the 
world. From an economical standard, it wonld 
save an immense amount of money now spent 
upon recoinage. As a matter of patriotism, every 
American would be prouder to have the country’s 
coinage circulate without any change side by 
side with the European coins, than to have it go 
throngh the erucible and come ont stamped

Over 202,000 ths of 
‘grapes were reported as the product last year of 
the principal vineyards, not estimating the pro- 
duct of private gardens. Over 85,000 gallons of 
vine were made. The vines, last year, on lowest
